SPEECH  THERAPY  AIDS  SCHOOL  CHILDREN

MARLBORO  — The  speech  therapy 
program  in  the  Marlboro  (Massachu- 
setts) School  System  was  developed 
five  years  ago.  Presently  there  are  two 
speech  therapists.  Miss  Joyce  Green- 
wald  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Frankenhuis. 

Miss  Greenwald  is  a 1965  graduate  of 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College,  Chestnut 
Hill,  where  she  received  her  Associate 
of  Arts  degree.  She  holds  a Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  speech  therapy 
and  audiology  from  Syracuse  Univer- 
sity and  an  E.D.M.  in  speech  pathology 
and  audiology  from  Boston  Universi- 
ty. This  is  her  second  year  in  the 
Marlboro  School  system. 

Miss  Frankenhuis  is  a graduate  of 
Emerson  College,  where  she  trained 
in  the  Clinic.  She  holds  a Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  speech  pathology 
and  audiology.  This  is  her  first  year 
in  the  Marlboro  School  System. 

Both  young  women  also  minored 
in  psychology.  They  are  certified  as 
both  teachers  for  special  education 
and  as  clinicians. 

Speech  therapy  deals  only  with 
certain  types  of  speech  errors.  Its  pur- 
pose is  to  correct  defective  articulation 
and  it  also  encompasses  hearing  dis- 
orders. The  speech  defects  include 
stuttering,  cleft  palate,  defective  “s”, 

“r”  and  “1”  sounds,  and  speech 
problems  in  mentally  retarded. 

Here  in  Marlboro,  the  two  thera- 
pists screen  children  in  grades  one 
through  three  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  trying  to  detect  anyone  with  a 
speech  defect.  Kindergarten  children 
are  screened  later  in  the  year,  after 
they  have  become  accustomed  to  the 
school  routine.  After  the  initial  screen- 
ing, those  children  who  are  thought 
to  need  therapy  are  screened  again  in 
depth. 

Children  are  then  grouped  either 
according  to  age,  grade  or  speech  de- 
fect. The  therapists  work  with  them  on 
a one  to  three  or  five  basis  for  20 
minutes  to  a half  hour  a day,  twice 
a week.  At  this  time,  Mrs.  Franken- 
huis has  76  children  to  work  with  a 
week  and  Miss  Greenwald  has  95. 

The  local  school  therapists  noted 
that  the  children  needing  the  most 
help  usually  have  multiple  handicaps, 
severe  expressive  or  articulation  prob- 
lems in  one  or  more  sounds  or  also 
.suffer  from  other  handicaps,  percep- 
tual, auditory,  etc.  The  aforementioned 
“s”  “1”  “r”  sounds  are,  according 
to  the  specialist,  the  last  sounds  to 
be  developed  by  the  human  being.

These  sounds  take  a great  deal  of 
coordination  to  pronounce  and  a child 
may  be  six  or  seven  years  old  before 
he  can  say  them  properly. 

Many  parents  panic  because  their 
child  at  age  five  or  so  has  a problem 
pronouncing  these  letters.  The  local 
therapists  noted  that  in  many  cases 
it  takes  only  a little  maturing  for  the 
child  to  overcome  this  problem.  For 
this  reason,  the  speech  therapist 
must  take  a child’s  mental  or  physical 
age  into  consideration  before  deciding 
whether  he  or  she  has  a defect. 

In  teaching  these  youngsters,  the 
therapist  tries  to  emphasize  creative 
thoughts.  Thus  the  materials  used  must 
give  them  incentive,  hold  their  interest 
and  be  diversified.  The  speech  thera- 
pist makes  up  her  own  portfolio  of 
supplies,  which  includes  workbooks, 
card  games,  flash  cards,  tape  recorder, 
pictures,  to  name  a few.  Each  article 
deals  with  a specific  sound. 

Some  children  are  corrected  in  a 
short  time,  depending  on  how  great 
the  problem  is  and  how  well  the  indi- 
vidual progresses.  Some  children  may 
have  mastered  one  sound  and  be  work- 
ing on  other  sounds.  When  the  child 
reaches  his  potential  he  is  released 
from  training.  This  means  that  a child 


over  speech  defects  and  ways  to  solve 
them.  Both  are  employed  by  the  Marl- 
boro School  system. 


may  or  may  not  learn  to  speak 
perfectly.  As  soon  as  they  learn  ade- 
quate speech,  and  there  is  a standard, 
they  are  released.  Some  speak  perfectly; 
others  speak  as  well  as  they  will  ever 
be  able  to. 

One  important  aspect  of  the  pro- 
gram is  that  the  teaching  be  carried 
over  to  the  home  for  a few  minutes 
each  day  and  in  the  regular  classroom 
by  the  teacher.  The  local  therapists 
emphasized  this  as  a must.  Parents 
should  be  good  listeners  to  their  chil- 
dren and  practice  proper  speech  in 
front  of  them. 

The  program  in  Marlboro  is  not  yet 
perfected  but  officials  are  confident 
that  problems  will  be  solved  and  the 
program  will  develop  and  progress 
quickly.

HARTFORD  — There’s  a new  and 
interesting  personality  seen  with  in- 
creasing frequency  in  Connecticut 
Republican  circles  these  days,  who  is 
causing  quite  a stir  among  party  lead- 
ers. 

He  is  a 38-year-old  millionaire 
investment  banker,  Dan  W.  Lufkin, 
who  resides  on  an  operating  dairy 
farm  in  Newtown  and,  among  other 
things,  has  an  abiding  interest  in 
black  capitalism  — an  interest  reported- 
ly shared  by  President  Nixon. 

A so-called,  new-breed  Republican, 
Mr.  Lufkin  can  be  expected  to  create 
an  even  greater  ripple  in  state  GOP 
waters  when  he  steps  on  the  podium 
of  the  Hartford  Hilton  on  Tuesday 
to  announce  the  formation  of  Connecti- 
cut Action  Now,  Inc.,  and,  incidentally, 
to  become  its  first  chairman. 

The  new  group,  which  is  being  billed 
as  a non-partisan,  non-profit  corpora- 
tion, privately  funded  and  dedicated 
to  the  solution  of  the  state’s  urban 
environmental  and  drug  problems,  is 
part  of  nationwide  effort  in  which 
neighborhood  storefront  centers  are 
to  be  set  up  to  carry  out  the  urban 
action  program. 

The  program  has  strong  Republican 
backing  and,  although  technically 
non-partisan,  is  regarded  in  political 
circles  as  the  type  of  springboard 
that  could  launch  a man  on  a political 
career. 

Seeks  New  Role 

Business  Week  magazine,  which  car- 
ried an  article  on  Mr.  Lufkin  in  the 
Jan.  23  issue,  and  estimates  his 
personal  fortune  at  some  $15  million, 
claims  he  is  “easing  out  of  his  posi- 
tion as  a Wall  Street  wheeler-dealer 
into  a new  role  as  a social  activist  — 
and  he  may  well  be  headed  for  a 
prominent  place  in  Republican  poli- 
tics.’’ 

As  chairman  of  the  New  York  in- 
vestment firm  of  Donaldson,  Lufkin 
and  Jenrette,  the  young  financial 
wizard  is  known  as  a man  in  a hurry  in 
a business  where  swift,  decisive  action 
often  separates  the  men  from  the  boys. 

He  and  his  investment  firm  part- 
ners, William  H.  Donaldson  and  Rich- 
ard H.  Jenrette,  were  featured  in  a 
December  cover  story  in  Finance 
magazine  as  “Wall  Street’s  Musketeers,” 
and  were  named  that  business  publi- 
cation’s “Investment  Bankers  of  the 
Year.”

Mr.  Lufkin  grew  up  in  Rye,  N.Y., 
where  he  attended  public  schools  and 
then  won  a scholarship  to  Hotchkiss 
School  in  Lakeville.  He  worked  his 
way  through  college  at  Yale,  did  a two- 
year  stint  as  lieutenant  in  the  U.S. 
Marine  Corps,  and,  then  moved  on  to 
graduate  study  at  the  Harvard  Busi- 
ness School  under  the  GI  Bill.

After  receiving  the  M.B.A.  degree 
from  Harvard,  Mr.  Lufkin  joined  the 
private  New  York  investment  firm  of 
Jeremiah  Milbank,  the  Greenwich 
millionaire  who  is  presently  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Republican  National  Com- 
mittee. It  was  from  this  springboard 
that  the  young  investment  banker 
joined  with  his  two  former  classmates 
to  form  DL  J with  original  capitaliza- 
tion of  $300,000.

LEXINGTON  — Each  fall  a new  group 
of  young  girls  arrives  at  the  Frontier 
Nursing  Service  Headquarters  at  Wen- 
dover,  in  Leslie  County,  Ky.  For  the 
next  few  months,  these  girls  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  will  call  the  Ken- 
tucky mountains  home  as  they  serve 
as  couriers  for  the  Frontier  Nursing 
Service  .... 

A courier’s  work  is  varied.  She 
may  be  asked  to  do  shopping  or  run 
errands  to  the  hospital  or  an  outpost 
center.  She  must  see  to  the  servicing 
of  the  jeeps.  And  she  may  be  asked  to 
remain  at  an  outpost  center  to  help  the 
nurse  with  varied  tasks.  Sometimes  it 
will  be  her  responsibility  to  accompany 
a busy  nurse  on  rounds  through  the 
mountain  country  .... 

Each  girl  must  pay  a fee  of  $60  for 
her  first  six  weeks.  Thereafter,  she 
earns  her  room  and  board  .... 

FNS  is  a national  philanthropy 
which  conducts  a comprehensive 
family-centered  care  program  among 
12,000  persons  in  a 700  square  mile 
area  of  the  Kentucky  mountains. 

The  Service  operates  a 25-bed  hospi- 
tal at  Hyden,  Ky.,  and  is  currently 
conducting  a national  drive  for  $2.8 
million  for  construction  of  the  Mary 
Breckinridge  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Hyden.  At  the  FNS  hospital  children 
are  given  free  care.

BOSTON  — “Is  anyone  flying  the 
plane?” 

This  was  the  first  reaction  of  fear 
among  the  66  passengers  when  the  co- 
pilot was  killed  and  the  pilot  and  a 
gunman  wounded  in  an  Eastern  Air- 
lines plane  over  Boston. 

John  Austin,  36,  of  12  Avon  PI., 
Cambridge,  dean  of  faculty  at  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College  in  Brookline, 
gave  a graphic  description  Wednesday 
of  the  shock  that  hit  the  plane’s  passen- 
gers, when  they  realized  the  enormity 
of  the  danger  that  faced  them.  . . . 

Immediately  after  the  shooting  a 
young  man  seated  near  the  cockpit 
stood  up  in  the  aisle,  Austin  said, 
and  asked  everybody  to  sit  down  — 
don’t  say  anything. 

“The  people  on  the  plane  yelled, 

‘Is  there  anyone  flying  the  plane?’  ” 
said  Dean  Austin. 

“He  said  ‘yes,  there  is.’  Everyone 
stayed  calm.” 

Later  when  the  police  were  taking 
the  alleged  assailant,  John  J.  DiVivo, 

27,  of  West  New  York,  N.J., 
off  the  plane,  Austin  said,  some  of 
the  people  in  the  plane  were  saying 
“kill  him,  kill  him.”  . . . 

Austin  was  seated  on  the  right  side 
of  the  plane,  about  four  seats  back 
from  the  cockpit. 

“The  plane  was  quite  silent.  A lot 
of  people  were  aware  something  was 
wi'ong. 

“Then  I heard  ‘pop,  pop,  pop,’  about 
three  or  four  shots,  fairly  close  to- 
gether. The  cabin  door  burst  open. 

I could  see  the  pilot  was  hit.  There 
was  blood  on  the  whole  right  side  of 
his  shirt  in  back. 

“I  could  see  the  co-pilot’s  legs 
sticking  out  of  the  door  of  the  cabin.” 

Austin  said  he  heard  the  sounds  of 
a person  in  pain  coming  from  the  ca- 
bin. He  credited  the  pilot  and  the 
man  who  stood  up  ajid  calmed  the  pas- 
sengers as  the  ones  who  saved  the  plane. 

“It  happened  fairly  quickly,”  said 
Austin.  “I  felt  curiously  calm  — a 
feeling  of  unreality.  You  live  in  a 
society  where  things  like  this  happen 
today,  hijackings,  assassinations, 
killings.  Nothing  is  new.  We’ve 
seen  it  all  before,  vicariously. 

We’ve  been  through  it  all  before.”

Her 
innocence  has  left  veterans  of  the 
political  arena  speechless  so  far  but 
Mrs.  Kennedy  says  she  is  prepared  to 
stand  up  under  attack.  “I  know  they 
are  going  to  come  after  me,”  she  says, 
“but  they  can’t  buy  me,  they  can’t 
threaten  me,  and  they  can’t  influence 
me.  I feel  that  voters  should  not  be 
handed  a made-to-order  slate,  selected 
by  the  politicians.  Voters  should  be 
able  to  make  a free  choice.  I have 
only  one  interest  — getting  things 
done,  quickly  and  properly.” 

Youth  legislation  will  be  first  un- 
der the  heading  of  Getting  Things 
Done  for  Mrs.  Kennedy.  “I  can’t 
understand  why  it  takes  years  to  get 
needed  legislation,”  she  said.  She  anti- 
cipates opposition  if  she  should  be 
elected  but  she  says  she  is  unceasing 
in  her  efforts  when  fighting  for  some- 
thing she  believes  in.  “They’ll  listen 
to  me”  she  said  with  a grin  “even 
if  only  to  finally  get  me  to  shut  up.” 

Mrs.  Kennedy  is  entering  her  cam- 
paign with  the  blessing  of  her  husband 
who  has  promised  to  help  her  all 
he  can,  but  with  no  money.  She 
needs  1500  signatures  by  September 
4 in  order  to  be  included  on  the 
ballot  and  plans  to  get  them  by  “just 
plain  hard  work.”  She  says  help  has 
been  pouring  in  ever  since  she  announ- 
ced her  intention,  “They  all  think  I’m 
crazy,”  she  said,  “but  then  they  say 
if  I’m  willing  to  do  it  they  will  pitch 


in  and  help.”  Printers  have  offered 
to  print  posters  and  flyers  for  nothing, 
volunteers  have  offered  services  of 
all  kinds.  “I  even  got  a beautiful 
bouquet  of  flowers  anonymously  the 
other  day,  congratulating  me  for  run- 
ning.” 

Although  her  platform  emphasizes 
youth  she  says  she  is  aware  there 
are  many  other  facets  of  town 
government  that  will  require  her  atten- 
tion if  she  should  be  elected.  “I  plan 
to  do  a whale  of  a lot  of  homework,” 
she  said  and  she  will  spend  considerable 
time  campaigning  in  the  south  shore 
and  middle  island  communities  where 
“they  don’t  know  me  yet,  but  they 
will”. 

She  has  lived  in  Oyster  Bay 
since  1963  with  her  husband  Donald 
and  three  daughters,  and  in  addition 
to  her  Chamber  work  and  youth 
work  (she  is  co-founder  of  “Informa- 
tion Group”  which  holds  open  discus-

sions  between  adults  and  teenagers 
in  the  community  and  has  proven 
highly  successful  in  Oyster  Bay)  she 
is  part  owner  of  the  Book  Mart,  Inc., 
in  Oyster  Bay.  Born  in  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  in  1931,  she  was  graduated 
from  Emma  Willard  School  in  Troy, 
(N.Y.)  Pine  Manor  Junior  College, 
and  the  University  of  Michigan  with 
a B.A.  in  Sociology.  She  and  her 
brood  attend  Christ  Church  in 
Oyster  Bay. 


A petite,  champagne  blond,  Mrs. 
Kennedy  . . . talks  with  a super- 
charged intensity  about  her  favorite 
subject  — kids.  She  wants  to  see 
better  recreational  facilities,  better 
guidance  and  counseling  services  and 
believes  the  town  board  should  be 
more  active  in  this  direction.  “Voter 
apathy  and  the  normal  party  machin- 
ery have  resulted  in  an  inactive  town 
board  — why  should  it  take  years 
instead  of  months  to  pass  constructive 
legislation?  These  kids  aren’t  going 
to  wait.  ” 

If  such  services  cost  money,  and 
Mrs.  Kennedy  knows  they  will,  she 
feels  the  money  should  come  from 
tax  revenues  already  available.  She 
also  feels  the  way  the  taxpayer’s 
dollar  is  being  spent  should  be  looked 
into  and  thinks  that  a woman’s  eye 
would  be  particularly  good  at  this 
“after  all,  we’ve  been  managing 
budgets  for  ages.” 


Mrs.  Kennedy  seeured  more  than 
the  1500  signatures  required  to  place 
her  name  on  the  ballot  but  because 
of  technicalities  invalidating  some  of 
the  signatures,  the  number  fell  below 
the  required  1500  and  Mrs.  Kennedy’s 
name  was  struck  off  the  ballot. 

Far  from  discouraged  by  this  experience, 
Mrs.  Kennedy’s  enthusiasm  for 
politics  is  still  running  high  and 
she  plans  to  run  again  for  political 
office  at  some  future  time.

BOULDER  — A summer  spent  doing 
volunteer  work  has  convinced  a Univer- 
sity of  Colorado  coed  that  it  is  easy 
for  a person  to  get  too  caught  up  in 
himself,  but  real  satisfaction  comes  from 
doing  something  with  and  for  others. 

Miss  Paula  A.  Heekin,  21,  (Pine 
Manor  ’68)  is  a senior  in  art  history 
at  CU.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  Friedman  of  Chicago.  She 
spent  last  summer  working  in  volunteer 
programs  in  Cambridge,  Mass. 

The  most  rewarding  part  of  the 
summer,  according  to  Miss  Heekin, 
was  the  month  she  spent  participating 
in  a program  sponsored  by  the 
Phillips  Brooks  House  of  Harvard 
University.

Her  other  volunteer  job  was  spend- 
ing half  of  each  day  working  with  a 
group  of  college  students  in  organizing 
and  running  a playground  program 
for  emotionally  disturbed  and  mentally 
retarded  children  at  the  Cambridge 
Mental  Health  Center. 

Because  of  her  summer’s  exper- 
iences Miss  Heekin  is  seriously  consid- 
ering going  into  VISTA  (Volunteers 
in  Service  to  America)  after  her  gradua- 
tion next  spring.

But  all  good  things  must 
come  to  an  end,  so  I left  England  and 
traveled  across  London  to  my 
destination  of  Monaco.”
